PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The

that carried Amelia E arhart on 
her solo flight across the Atlan­ 
tic in 1932 was “ airborne” again 
briefly recently . It was lowered 
from its hanging disp lay at the 
Frank lin Institu te to the floor. 
The p lane, in which Miss Ear­ 
hart became the first woman to 
fly the Atlanlic solo, is being 
tu rned ov er to the Smithso nian 
Institutio n.
